The household economy classroom, with 
its mimature range and fttings complete, was 
most trvetive; fw slates showed simple 
menus made that day.

There was a large verandah-like place out- 
sidi for recre.tion o:» rainy days during 
school hours, and the accommodation for each 
child’s coat, etc.--a hook and two shelves— 
was compact and practical.

turn right or left. He cannot continue to go 
struight on. Agricultural policy all over the 
world seems to be approaching an important 
sign-post, and the indications point either to 
a completer '' lead’’ from the State to the 
farmer, or a more defined: agricultural policy, 
inaugurated, as in Denmark, by the farmer 
himself, and accepted as his decision by the 
State as the economic engine whereby ne 
can give effect to his intentions. In Ireland, 
und not here only, we are halting between 
two opinions, but the world is rapidly legis- 
lating itself the while into new conditions. 
Published under last year’s date, there has 
lately come to hand a volume of nearly 1,200 
pages, synthesising the agricultural legislation 
for 1924 adopted in the various countries—or, 
to be more exact, States—which adhere to 
the International Institute of Agriculture. 
Omitting such minor mandates of the adher- 
ing Governments as are called *‘* decrees,’ 
Th decisions,” ‘‘ orders,” “ ordinances,’ ‘* con- 
ventions,” “ commercial agreements,” and 
administrative enactments of other kinds, and 
limiting one’s attention to Acts of Parliament, 
or such legislation as corresponds to it 
amongst non-British communities, the reader 
is confronted with between 500 and 600 of 
such Acts (and nearer the bigger than the 
smaller number) in this volume, many of 
them cited in full, but most of them merely 
summarised. That such a body of legislation 
should emanate from less than fifty States 
and their dependencies may or may not seem 
to the casual reader a staggering ®act, but 
that an effort should be made to compress the 
substarice of it even within a volume of nearly 
1,200 pages must make any thinker upon rural 
problems pause and consider. 

Legislative Changes. 

Now, inevitably, a good deal of this legisia- 
tion is mainly of focal importance, although 
no one can foresee what indirect reactions 
may arise in the Irish Free State or Northern 
Ireland from, say, the Norwegian regnlations 
fixing ‘‘ guarantees and prescriptions for con- 
centrated cattle feed,” or from the activities 
ot the new Dairy Bureau in the United States 
Department of Agriculture. But the agrical- 
tural intelligence of the civilised world, as 
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AN EXAMPLE IN 
FARMING. 
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Modern farming in all its branches can be 
closely studied by the boys who take the 
agricultural course at Mount St. Joseph's 
College, Roscrea. Their teacher is Mr. 
O'Reilly, who also takes the rural science 
classes, and brings to bear on. his work a 
good deal of enthusiasm. Equally keen on the 
progress of the students in this and other 
sections of the college is the President, Father 
Ailbe, who, with other members of the Cister- 
clan community, has done much to develop 
th® property on which the monastery stands. 
As an example of self-reliance and industry, 
the farming operations and other work being 
carried out here are an object-lesson to all con- 
cerned. 

Adjoining the college is a 22-acre model 
farm, with its own get of buildings, as illus- 
trated. It is carefully planned, but cannot be 
run on strictly commerciai lines, because in 
one field of two Irish acres there are sixteen 
different plots of oats and four barley. 
Thirteen of these represent trials of seed from 
the Plant Breeding Division, Department of 
Agriculture, and the results are being watched 
with great interest. Another point against its 
management on purely business lines is the 
fact that it is too small to support a pair of 
horses. Its advantage is that students can 
easily learn how such a farm should be 
managed. It is recognised that similar plans 
applied to a larger area would be equally 
successful. 


Extent of Farm. 


The community farm is 700 acres in extent, 
and much of the land has been brought to its 
present good condition through the arduous 
labour of the monks. Mixed farming opera- 
tions are carried on—the area cultivated being 
155 acres—apart from the work of afforesta- 
ion. Tillage and dairy farming here go hand | 
in hand, and the means for dealing with the | 
supplies of material available are very com- 
plete. The main farm steading is a very sub- 
stantial structure, with stone walls and slated 
roofs. It comprises a quadrangle, one side ot 
which provides spacious accommodation for 
160 dairy cows, All the cows are under test 
for weight and Say of milk, and as far as 
possible the feeding is arranged according to 
yield. The home-grown food chiefiy used is 
supplemented by cotton cake. At another | 
side of this range of buildings are a 
equipped blacksmith’s forge and a carpenter’s 
shop. Then comes a roomy shed for imple- | 
ments, with a loft overhead for the storage | 
of grain. Next are the stables, which have | 
been built with a view to plenty of light and 
air. The piggeries are arranged in the centre | 
on one side, with additional buildings towards 
the centre. Outside the farmyard proper is a 
big. well-appointed sawmill, where native 
timber converted articles of general | 
utility and ornament, including wheels, furni- 
ture, carts, roodscreens, etc. 

fn one corner of the large farmyard 
slaughter-house’ where cattle and sheep are | 
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dressed for the use of the college and gnest | 
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reflected in the legislation here brought to- 
gether, is no longer of merely national signif | 
cance. Ireland cannot afford not to study 
such points of departure in the functions of 
government as are involved in the Italian 
levree Law of 1924, that in a commune where 
one-third of the owners of live stock so re- 
quest or ‘‘where the necessity or appro- 
priateness is recognised as a result of loval 
conditions,” a mutual insurance society shall 
be constituted on the order of the Prefect. 
The insurance is “ against loss caused to 
cattle by tortious acts, and it becomes com- 
pulsory on all the cattle-owners in the con- 
mune. This particular piece of legislation 
provukes thought not necessarily because some 
adaptation of a similar idea to the needs of 
lreland may be worth considering. for that 
is perhaps a controversial proposition. It ' 
for another reason that we cite it here: it 
“of a piece ”” with a good deal of legislation | 
which, from Fascist Italy to demucratic | 
Canada, is beginning te be written ‘all over | 
the Statute books of the modern world. Co- | 
operation, insurance, credit--tuo these three | 
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master kevs to the economics of agriculture 
rural civilisation is more and more turning for 
the unlocking of these doors in which ae 
world’s latent, unpreduced agricultural | 
wealth is stored, and these constitute the | 
hases of most of this politico-economic legis- 
lation. 

Liberating Wealth. 

That our own unlocked wealth in potential 
dairying, tillage, and mixed farming must be 
liberated from the soil will not bear question. 
The only question is who is to set it free— 
the State at the behest of the farmer or the 
farmer under “‘ duress’ from the State? Mr. 
Hogan's suggestion in regard to voluntary 
organisation must, if considered in relation 
to that question, be meditated upon by 
every farmer who can see further than his 
own furrows. It is no mere temporary ex- 
redient to tide us over a financially critical 
vear. This country, like many another, must 
soon choose between doing its own thinking 
vith, as a natural consequence, a ceall to 
action on the part of the State (whose policy | 
the farmer can shape if he has a clear vision) | 
and having its thinking done for it, say, in 
terms of tariffs by Mr. Walsh or in terms of 
State-guided organisation, as in France. If it 
fails to decide, the State must decide for it, 
and, as the State has other interests as well 
as agriculture to consider, the farmer will be 
uncommonly lucky if hig interests. are not 
overlaid by the better organised and more 
coherently expressed claims of the townsman. 
We do not, indeed. vule out of consideration 
some possible compromise, in which the sug- 
gestions for fostering. the industry may come 
trom the industry itself, but the shaping of 
the policy be left to the Government. But, 
viless the compromise is backed by a strong 
farming opinion, why should the Government 
attend to it? It will not be representative. 
Consultative Coune:! Wanted. 

Moreover. even if a big body $ opinion 
attaches itself to a policy, it must be a 
cuncrete and definite poncy, or it will not 
impress itself either on the country or the 
Crovernment. To create such a policy it seems 
to us that kind of body about which we 
have written frequently on this page 1s 
needed—a consultative councii on which all 
those practically interested in the farmers” 
problem should have representation : all active 
co-operatives and their parent body, all 
‘live’? farmers’ unions, the R.D.S., and 
any other body doing definite agricultural 
business, the Department of Agriculture, and.

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Reclaiming Operations. 

A tractor and dise harrow play an important 
part in the tillage operations. The disc harrow 
gives a nice tilth for drilling. When the pro- 
perty was originally taken over by the com- 
munity it contained an extensive area of moor- 
land. This has been reclaimed, and now 
growing splendid crops of hay and pasture. It 
is too far away from the monastery for tilling, 
and for that reason has been laid down to 
grass. Another example of reclamation is 
afforded hy a high-lying field, which 
drained by opening a hole 24 feet in depth in 
order to reach the gravel. This hole was 
filled with large stones, with finer metal on 
top, thus securing the release of the water, 
which formerly lay on the surface for most 
of the year.

Preliminary estimates of live stock on farms 
in the United States on the Ist January last, 
as compared with the figures for the last six 
years, indicate that the number of horses on 
farms has been steadily decreasing in recent 
the latest estimate is 15,778,000, which 
compares with 16,554,000 in 1925 and 
19,848,000 in 1920: The same tendency has 
been noticeable in the case of cattle, while the 
decline has been accentuated m the past two 
vears, the total number (including calves) hav- 
ing dropped from 64,507,000 at the beginning 
of 1924, to 59,829,000 on Ist January last. 
In 1920 the total head of cattle amounted to 
nearly 69 million. The number of cows and 
heifers two years and over kept for milk, 
however, showed a small but steady advance 
from 21,408,000 in 1921 to 22,523,000 in 1925, 
but there has since been a slight decline to 
22,290,000 at the commencement of the current 
year. The ‘atest estimate of sheep and lambs 
is 40,748,000, which compares with 39,390,000 
& year earlier. ‘The total number of pigs, after 
remaining fairly steady in the three years 
ended 1922 at round about 59 to 60 million, 
jumped sharply in the next vear to well over 
6S million, but has since fallen heavily to not 
much over 51 million. The above data do not 
include live stock not on farms—.e., in cities 
and villages.

From eight to ten thousand acres of sugar 
beet will be required for the purposes of the 
beet sugar factory at Carlow this season, and 
to enable growers to manure the sugar beet 
properly the Irish manure manufacturers have 
prepared a special fertiliser containing the 
ial ingredients in exactly the right pro- 
portions. This mixture is virtually the same 
as the “‘ standard ” mixture recommended by

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This helps even distribution, a very impor- 
tant matter in the manuring of crops. 

The home mixing of artificial fertilisers, 
however desirable, is troublesome, and for 
that reason beet growers will probably find it 
best to use complete manure. 

To ensure the adequate use of this fertiliser 
the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Co., Ltd., has 
agreed to guarantee the price of any quantity 
required for sugar beet by contractors.

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POTATOES .FOR PROFIT. 
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Farmers in Co. Wexford are Biving proof 
that they realised possibilities of the potato 
as a sure source of income. In a report on 
the matter, Mr. H. McClean, potato-growing 
expert for Co. Wexford, states :—Natural con- 
ditions, viz., lightness of soil and proximity 
to shipping facilities, make certain portions 
of County Wexford particularly favourable 
for development. Potatoes have not hereto- 
fore been grown specially for sale in County 
| Wexford, and the crop did not, therefore, re 
ceive the attention it deserved, with the in- 
evitable result that the yields were poor and 
mode of ‘handling the crop expensive 
Growers complained that if they grew poto- 
toes in large quantities they could not get a 
market. This was to some extent true, as the 
varieties commonly grown, namely, *‘ Butes ”' 
‘‘ Presidents,"” are not in demand -in the 
English markets. If, however, suitable 
varieties, such as the ‘‘ Up-to-Date,’’ were 
grown, the demand is practically unlimited. 
This was very forcibly demonstrated this 
season, as all growers in Co. Wexford who 
had “ Up-to-Date” potatoes for sale had no 
difficuity in disposing of them at £2 10s. per 
ton delivered at the nearest railway station.

In the course of the lecture, Mr. Butler 
peinted out that the word clan had passed 
ito English to denote a special social and 
political organisation, which existed in Scot- 
land down “ almost to the middle of the 
eighteenth century. The essential feature of 
this organisation was~that persons of a com- 
mon surname were linked by a political bond 
and were subject to a chief, who was recog. 
nised by law and still more by custom, as 
holding extensive political rights over the 
other bearers of his name. 

Although the word clan was of Gaelic origin 
aud the clan system flourished chiefly in the 
‘gaelic parts of Scotland. many of the best- 
known clans, such as the Grants and the 
Yrazers, weré of Norman origin. In Ireland, 
in the sixteenth century, there was something 
resembling the Scottish system. The greater 
chiefs, such as the O'Neills, the O’Briens, 
and the MacCarthys, ruled over small king- 
doms, and giving allegiance to them were 
lesser chiefs. Finally, clans comprised small 
groups of land-owners, subject to a head who 
was chosen hecause he was “the eldest and 
the worthiest, 

Mr. Butler then explained how maps might 
ba eonstrncted to show the location of all 
these different familics. The materials for 
making these maps were te be found, he said, 
in old surveys and ‘‘ inquisitions,’’ .taken.in 
Stuart aud Tudor times, and in the great 
survey made under Cromwell. which was" 
known as “the Down Survey,” and which 
consisted of barony maps and parish maps.

ROADS NEAR DUBLIN. 
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MAIN ARTERIES IMPROVED— 
STRESS OF MOTOR TRAFFIC. 

A great improvement in the state of the 
trunk roads just outside the city on the North 
side was reported by Mr. J. A. Ryan, County 
Surveyor, at the quarterly meeting of the 
North Dublin Rural District Council yester- 
day. a, 

The Surveyor stated that the improvement 
that had been effected left those roads, on the 
whole, in fair order. ‘The reconstruction of 
the North road to Swords had been com- 
pleted, and the surfaces of the other main 
arteries had been considerably improved. A 
large amount of work, however, remained to 
be done. as thev still had to lay down surfaces 
on the Dublin-Clonee and Ashbourne roads. to 
énable them to withstand the volume of heavy 
mechanically-propelled traffic using them. - 

The Dublin-Clonee road was.in a very worn 
condition, and the work of re-surfacine it 
could not be undertaken until a grant from 
the Road Fund was made available. The 
County Council had not yet received anv 
notification as to the extent of the crant that 
was to he placed at their dispósal for use on 
the trunk roads of the county for this vear. 

On the whole, the local roads were in verv 
fair order, but the stress of motor traffic was 
having a very marked effect on many surfaces. 
He believed that it would be a very good in- 
vestment for the ratepayers if sufficient monev 
was provided to allow the treatment of these 
roads with tar. 

The report was adopted, as were also the 
final proposals to commence a new road from 
Killester to Mount Dillon, on the Coolock 
road, and to take down a wall at a, dangerous 
turn at the Roman Catholic church.

AIMS OF SOCIETY OF UNITED 
IRISHWOMEN. 


“The aim of the Society is to raise.the stan- 
dard of health and living and to press into 
the services of their country all classes and 
all sects among women, especially those whose 
homes and.interests are in the country dis. 
tricts.”’ ; 

This is the opening paragraph of the report 
of the United Irishwomen. whose annual 
general meeting takes place to-day at the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin. 

The Society offers to all women an oppor 
tunity to help in the regeneration of the 
country, “‘at a time when the assistance of 
everyone is required as it has never heen he- 
fore."" It asks for the co-operation of all who 
are interested in Irish country life, and hopes 
for an increased number of clubs in the near 
future. ‘The report mentions that the 
Women’s Institutes in England, Scotland and 
Wales, formed on the lines of the United 
Irishwomen in 1916, have organised 3,500 
branches, and calls on Irishwomen to rouse 
themselves from their comparative inactivity. 


The organisation of industrial shows in 
various parts of the country, and the 
Society's numerous other schemes for im- 


proving and brightening rural life are dealt 
with extensively in the report.

The hearing was continued of the action by 
Thomas P. Golden, draper, Manorhamilton, 
to recover from Joseph Bredin, merchant, of 
the same town, damages for alleged slander 


of title of business premises in the town, 
and also conspiracy. [n the course of tlie 
publication complained ef as containing the 
alleged slander, one of which WAS a letter 
written to and published in the S/igo 


Champion, it was stated tliat the descendants 


of the loyal minority were becoming. aggres- 
sive. Plaintiff desired to sell his chop ond 
take bigger premises, and he complained that 
on 8th October, 1925, the defendant attended 
the anction and said that there would be no 
sale, as plaintiff had no right to sell the 
premises, not heing a yearly, but a quarterly, 
tenant, and, further, that. if the Catholics 
did there what the Protestants were allowed 
to do in Belfast. there would be no sale of the 
premises. The defendant denied writing or 
speaking the words tomplained of, and also 
denied conspiracy to prevent the «ale. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.. and 
Mr. Fergus ©’Connor (instructed by Mr. P. 
O'Flynn) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Martin Maguire. K.C., and Mr. MeGuckin 
(instructed liv Mr. R. Mecredy) for the 
defendant. 

Further evidence tor plamtiff was given. 

Mr. O'Flynn, solicitor for plaintiff, was 


examined, and stated that his assistant was 
about to read the conditions of. sale at the 
auction, when Mr. Bredin, addressing the 
auctioneer, said: “Now. Mr. Auctioneer, 


there will be no sale here to-day. as Tom 
Golden has no right to sell the premises. 
Tom Golden is not a vearly tenant: he is 
only a quarterly tenant. If the Catholics here 
did what the Protestants did the North 
there would be no sale here to-day. If a man 
admitted in the North that he was a Catholic 
he would get the revolver.’’ At that stage 
the witness intervened and said: “ Now, Mr. 
Bredin, you have objected to the sale ; you 
have slandered my client's title, but when 
you introduce religion in the way you have 
done for the purpose of furthering your own 
ends you are acting like a coward and a cur.” 
After a further exchange of words, Mr. Bredin 
said: “ Anyone who buys these premises will 
get plenty of trouble from me.” The auction 
proved a failure. 

In reply to Mr. Maguire, the witness said 
that he was a Catholic, and, seeing the way 
Mr. Bredin acted at the auction. he thought 
he had a right to say what he did, and would 
say it again under similar circumstances. 

Mr. Maguire opened for the defendant, and 
said that the case was commenced with a 
flare of trumpets, as if the bigotry that had 
existed in Belfast was going to break out in 
Manorhamilton. The defendant disclaimed 
any hostile intentions towards the plaintiff, 
and said that he went to the aneétion to pro- 
tect his property. 

Joseph Bredin, the defendant, examined by 
Mr, MeGuckin, said that the. plaintiff took 
the premises from him as a quartéfly tenant. 
and the witness refused to let them by the 
year.

Memory and Service. 


We believe that the letter from Major 
Sir Robert Tate, F.,T.C.D., which we 
print to-day, expresses the views of a very: 
large number of subscribers to the Natienal 
War Memorial Fund. A sum of £42,000 
is in the hands of the Committee, which, 
having canvassed many projects, has de- 
cided to erect a permanent War Memorial, 
of a fitting character, in Merrion square, 
Dublin. On March 18th this plan was 
sanctioned by the President of the High 
Court; and the Committee may begin at 
any time to embody it in stone and tron. 


| Sir Robert Tate pleads for a stay of 


execution. He proposes no alternative 
scheme, and thus cannot be suspected of 
disagreement with the Committee on the 
mere ground of personal taste or prejudice. 
Few will doubt, indeed, that the Merrion 
square scheme, as contemplated by the 
Committee, would be a handsome monument 
to the valour of the 45,000 Irishmen who 
died for Ireland in the Great War. The 
first condition, however, of a National 
Memorial ought to be unanimity of 
purpose among the subscribers, and of 
approval among those to whom the fallen 
soldiers are dear; and the Merrion 
square scheme has failed to secure stich 
unanimity. As Sir Robert Tate says, “ it 
is viewed with no small discontent by the 
very people whose wishes ought to be 
primarily consulted.’”’ On one point, of 
course, there is absolute unanimity: the 
essence of any acceptable scheme must, be 
some permanent symbol, some secular 
reminder, of the glory of Ireland’s greatest 
sacrifice. Yet why should a National 
War Memorial forget the living? There 
are in Ireland to-day thousands of living 
men who shared the dangers and equalled 
the valour of their fallen comrades; and 
many of these men are im sore distress— 
unemployed, ill; racked with anxiety for 
the future of their wives and children. 
The discontent of which Sir Robert Tate 
speaks is born mainly of a conviction that 
the claims of stone and iron ought not to 
be permitted to obscure the claims of flesh 
and blood. It would vanish, we think, if, 
while a substantial part of the £42,000 
were devoted to a permanent memorial, 
the remainder. were applied to some 
purpose, or purposes, that would help the 
ex-Service men and their families in the 
bard battle for life. After all, the 
grandeur of a permanent memorial] de- 
pends upon the art and piety of its 
designers rather than on its cost in 
money: we suppose that the London 
Cenotaph, the noblest war memorial in 


the Empire, cost little, if anything, more 


than a fourth pert of forty thousand 
pounds. While, therefore, we propose no 
alternative to the Merrion square scheme— 
suggesting only that in any new scheme 
the. Fund shall be dedicated, not to one 
duty alone, but to the twin duties of 
memory and service—we endorse Sir 
Robert Tate’s appeal that the Memorial 
Committee shall give earnest reconsidera- 
tion to the whole matter. Its time and 
trouble will be rewarded amply i! they 
result in a scheme that all good Irishmen 
can welcome. We have no doubt that the

cases. The Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council rarely grants leave of 
appeal from any decisions of the Canadian 
Supreme Courts which are not of special 
constitutional importance, and: generally 
the cases which it hears. concern matters 
in dispute between the various States of 
the Dominion. Recently, however, the Lord 
Chancellor delivered judgment in the case 
of Nadau versus the King, in which 
there was an appeal from a decision of 
the Supreme Court of Alberta, rejecting 
an appeal against convictions. by a police 
magistrate. Viscount Cave declared that 
the British North America Act did not 
empower the Dominion Legislature’ to’ 
annul the royal prerogative in any respect, 
and asserted that it could not be excluded 
ever. by an Imperial Statute unless its 
exclusion should be specified in express 
words. This decision has aroused much 
adverse comment in certain parts of 
Canada. Winnipeg, which, in the words 
of the Toronto Globe, is the headquarters 
of a “ small band of Anglophobists,”’ led 
by Mr. Woodsworth, is loud in its protests 
against what it believes to be an attack 
on Canadian independence. : 

Apparently, Canadian opinion is divided 
on this subject. While the Winnipeg 
Free Press calls for an amendment of the 
British North America Act, abolishing the 
King’s prerogative, the Montreal Gazette 
affirms that “ there is no general desire in 
Canada to.stop such appeals,’’ and contends 
that there is no difference of opinion between: 
the Dominion Parliament and the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council... Strangely 
enough, although the Middle West, which 


of British stock, is inclined to follow the 
lead of Winnipeg and to demand complete 
independence of the Judicial Committee, 
the Province of Quebec, with its large 
population of French Canadians, is opposed 
strongly to any amendment of the 
British North America Act. The French 
Canadians, oné of whose leading repre- 
sentatives in the Dominion Parliament 
is M. Henri Bourassa, insist that the right 
of appeal in constitutional. cases shall 
remain intact. They regard the King's 
prerogative as the most important 
guarantee of the rights and privileges of 
the minority in Canada; and, while M. 
Bourassa shares with Mr. Wododsworth 
the view that the Dominion should refuse 
to accept any responsibility. for British 
foreign policy, he is very much averse from 
any interference with the right to appeal. 
According to the Canadian Correspondent 
of The Times, the prevailing feeling in 
the Dominion is that there should be no 
disturbance of the existing .constitutional 
relation between Canada and Great 
Britain, and “ that Imperial Conferences 
should confine themselves to questions of 
trade and, transportation, and -other 
problems which involve neither constitu- 
tional changes nor new obligations.’’ 
Every Dominion has its Mr. Woods- 
worths, who seem to be concerned more 
deeply with the written word of their 
constitutions than with the actual facts of 
their relations with Great Britain. There 
ar2 persons in the Free State. who are 
anxious ‘to’ abolish the reyal prerogative ; 
and we have no doubt that attempts will 
be made at the next Imperial Conference 
to obtain absolute independence of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
The comment of the Montreal Gazette on

From 
time to time Free State Ministers have 
shown an inclination to constitute them- 
selves spear-heads of constitutional develop- 
ment, and to force the pace for the other 
Dominions. This policy is particularly 
foolish at a moment when every effort 
ought to be concentrated on the improve- 
ment of the Free State’s. economic rela- 
tions with its only market. 


Irish Art. 

Not the least admirable of ‘the activities 
of the Royal Dublin Society is te holding 
of an Irish national art competition year 
by year in connection with the Dublin 
Horse Show. The scheme of prizes offered, 
which now has been issued for the present 
year, shows a well-designed course of com- 
petitions, ascending from infants’ tests in 
simple drawing up to drawing, painting 
and sculpture contests between advanced 
students... Prizes are offered, without an 
age limit for the competitors, for designs 
for lace, crochet. and embroidery, and for 
the best posters designed and printed in 
Ireland during the past two years. Gold 
medals will be awarded for specially 
meritorious work, These will be furnished 
out of the California Fund, which owes 
its origin to William Smith O’Brien, who 
in 1858 informed the Society that he was 
opening a subscription.in California to 
encourage the cultivation of the fine arts 
in Ireland. The American Civil War dis- 
rupted. the Irish Fine Arts Society of 
California which O’Brien founded, ‘but 
some thirty years later its funds were 
forwarded to Dublin. Prize-winners at 
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the coming competition may be awarded, 
therefore, “ California Gold Medals’’ pro- 
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and sweeten life. Irish country folk 
often “possess fine musical sensibilities, 
‘but inthe arts which. appeal. ta: the eye 
they are curiously. backward. Families 
which relish good literature, and have 
singers and instrumental] performers among 
“their: members; are content -with- tawdry 
decoration in their homes, and are not 
offended by drawings and paintings of 
crude ‘proportions’ and. clashing colours. 
The development of the visual sense in 
the arts would beautify the very fabric of 
Irish life and would confer no small in- 
dustrial benefits. It is pleasing to think 
that the Royal Dublin Society’s aim, “ the 
encouragement of art in Ireland,” knows 
no frontier save the sea, and that the 
young folk of all Ireland will vie in these 
artistic contests. . 


Telephones in Spain. 

Of the Spanish Directory it may be said 
that, if it is~reactionary in its: methods, 
it is up to date in the measures which it 
has adopted for the country’s improve- 
‘ment. With shrewd foresight-the Directory 
has concentrated its principal efforts on 
the improvement of means of transport 
and communication. Railways are being 
laid to bring many undeveloped areas into 
touch with centres of commerce; and the 
Madrid. Correspondent of the Morning 
Post reports that u' large scheme for tele- 
phonic communieation, whereby all corners 
of the land will be linked up by automatic 
exchanges, has been introduced. In 
Santander, which promises, on the im- 
provement of the transport system: in the 
Province of Old Castile; to become the 
most important port of “Northern Spain, 
an automatic telephone exchange already 
has been installed, and a school has been 
set up there for the trainitig of telephoné 
employés. A trunk telephone line is being 
laid from Santander to Bargos, which will 
be ‘extended to Madrid. - Thus Northern 
Spain, which is so largely barren and 
backward, soon will be ahead of industrial 
Catalonia in its modern methods of com- 
munication. The traveller whe is studying 
the Flemish’ glass in Burgos Cathedral 
will be able to “ring up, automatically, 
the hotel in Madrid in which he purposes 
to sleep, or to book, by similar. means, a 
motor car in Pamplona for a visit to 
Roncesvalles.

| IRELAND. 


THE MARGARET. STOKES 
MEMORIAL LECTURES. 


“Irish Influence in Britain,” was the title 
of. the second ‘of. Miss Hull's’ series of 
Margaret Stokes. Memorial lectures, delivered’- 
yesterday, at Alexandra. College, Dublin. The 
lecturer pointed out that in England the two 
chief centres in which the influence. of the 
Irish in art showed .itself were Lindisfarne, 
or Holy Island, in. the north, ‘and, in the 
south, the two manasteries of Glastonbury 
amd: Malmesbury, both of which sprang out 
of settlements of Irish hermits. For many 
centuries Irish people had been settling in 
Wales and Cornwall ; the inter-mixture oí the 
Cymrie and Gaelic races began very early, 
but the distinction between the two was 
recognised well into historic times. Many: old 
inscribed. stones in Anglesea and near 
Tavistock, and in other districts, showed the 
presence Of settlers from Ossory and Kerry. 
Wexford, Waterford and Ossory names are 
found both in Cornwall and West. Brittany. 
The Welsh Iola manuscripts mention three 
invasions, of Wales by the Irish. 

It was an old belief that St. Patrick died 
at Glastonbury, but probably this .Patrick 
the Younger was another of the name. The 
place. was known from very. early times us 
‘Glastonbury of the Gaels,’ and a part of 
the town is still known as Beckery, or Bec 
Fire (Little Ireland), from the number of 
Irish pilgrims who settled there from before 
or about the time of St. Patrick. 

These early monks found it difficult to 
sustain life in Glastonbury, ;nd to eke out 
a precarious existence they toc: pupils, who, 
in return, supplied them with the necessaries 
of life.- St. Dunstan, the most distinguished 
student of this school, devoted himself to the 
study of the scriptures, secular letters, poetry 
and oratory, as well as geometry, astronomy, 
and, above all, music, which was his special 
joy. Wherever an Irish monastery was 
founded music and the art of illumination 
sprang up. On the Tor, which stands on 
the high point near the village of Glaston- 
bury, a little figure of St. Brigid stands 
beside that of St.. Michael, and, in the present 
almshouse, which once «was. part of the 
monastic buildings, is a stone altar known 
as St. Patrick's altar, and many relics of 
Irish saints were treasured there. The Great 
Seal of the Abbey bears, on: either side of 
the figure of St. Dunstan, those of St. Patrick 
and of St. Benen, or Benignus, his pupil and 
successor ‘in the Primacy of Armagh. 

The rise of Irish influence in Northumbria 
began in 564, when St. Columcille and a few 
companrons went to Scotland and founded the 
church. tn Iona, on the west coast. - A life of 
this saint, written about. the year. 400, gives 
a picture of the daily routine of life at. Iona, 
in which was shown the same spirit as that 
prevailing in the Irish foundations from which 
Iona sprang—the same poetic view of things, 
the same.love of nature and of animals, the 
same industry in copying the scriptures, a 
desire . íor solitude, and an all-pervading 
simple religious feeling. This same spirit was 
evident in the northern monastery of Lindis- 
farne, on the island off the eastern coast of 
Northumbria, and in the sister monasteries of 
Whitby and Yarrow. -.The results of this 
Irish influence are shown in the exquisite | 
work of the illuminated book, instinct with 
the spirit of Irish art, which is the pride of 
Lindisfarne. 

ENGLISH SONG. 

The beginnings of snmglish song can: be 
traced to the Irish influence of Whitby and 
Lindisfarne Abbeys. Though the form of 
the early English writings was in the direc 
tion of epic poetry and different from the 
lyrics and hymns of the Irish monks, the 
impulse, it can hardly be doubted, was Irish. 
The ineursions of the Danes broke up Lindis- 
farne, and, in the flight of the monks to Ire- 
land, the célebrated Durham Book was lost 
during their stormy passage, but was later 
recovered, having suffered hardly any >er- 
ceptible damage. 

Lantern slides were shown, illustrating the 
growth and development of the designs used 
in the illuminated manuscripts, and pictures 
of the Great Seal of Glastonbury Abbey, the 
Book of-Kells and the Book of Maelbright. 

In the report of Miss Hull’s lecture on 
Wednesday it was wrongly stated that the 
arts of embroidery and needlework were 
taught to young Irish girls by the womenfolk 
of the Danish chiefs and that it was inside 
these chiefs’ forts that the early Irish 
religious teachers built their cells. In each 
case the report should have read “ Irish 
chiefs’’ instead of ‘‘Danish chiefs.”’

RARE PLANTS FOR 
GARDENS. ~ 


AN ‘IRISHMAN IN CHINA. 


(BY C. B. M.) 

Mr. Henry Ford’s weekly paper, the 
Dearborn Independent is varied in matter 
and contains much of scientific as well as of 
political interest. A recent issue gives the 
story of botanical exploration for new flowers 
to adoru our gardens and new trees to enrich 
our voods and plantations. David Douglas, 
a Scotsman, whose name has been given 
to the most valuable timber tree that has 
been introduced into these islands, began the 
search about 1830, and sent home 217 new 
species of mostly American plants. Robert 
‘ortune, an Englishman, travelled in the 
coast province of China and Japan, and ran- 
sacked for novelties the gardens of the rich 
Chinese merchants and of the Japanese 
Daimios from 1843 to 1861. An American, 
Professor C. S. Sargent, of the Arnold 
Arboretum, next explored Japan and dis- 
covered wonderful azaleas and the loveliest 
of cherries. 

The running was then taken up by an 
Irishman, of whom the Dearborn Independent 
speaks as follows:—‘‘Japan has been a 
fertile field, but China has supplied the 
greatest number of new plants. Many of 
them have come to this side of the globe 
through the intrepidity of Dr. Augustine 
Henry, who went to China in 1881. On a 
trip which carried him a thousand miles up 
the Yangtze he began to find new flowers 
and shrubs which looked as though the, 
might be suited to cultivation. Soon he 
became engaged in a series of plant explora- 
tions which lasted over a period of twenty 
years, and in the course of which he sent 
the almost incredible number of 158,000 dried 
specimens to the Kew Gardens. .,He dis- 
covered what has been calléd the Dove tree, 
which he described in such glowing terms in 
letters home that a great firm of seedsmen 
in London determined to send out a special 
mission to obtain seeds of this tree. 

‘*It had appeared from Dr. Henry’s reports 
that the tree was very scarce and was to 
be found only in a very remote part of China. 
He himself had seen only one specimen, but 
had found it lovely beyond comparison, The 
man who was chosen to travel thousands of 
miles into an unknown country and to live 
for months among more or less hostile people 
was Ernest H. Wilson, who was thus 
launched upon a career which has made him 
the most famous of living plant-hunters and 
has placed him high among the plant-hunters 
of all times. Mr. Wilson, who is now 
assistant director of the Arnold Arboretum 
in Boston, has spent twenty years in China, 
Japan and Kérea. ‘wo years ago he re- 
turned from a journey to South Africa, 
Australia and India which lasted two years, 
and during which he covered 100,000 miles. 
In all, he has travelled at least a million 
miles in bis search for plant materia) which 
heretofore has been unknown in American 
and European gardens. All this travelling, 
most of which has been done in sparsely 
settled regions where privation, danger and 
toil were daily accompaniments, has resulted 
in the introduction of at least 2,000 trees, 
shrubs and perennial plants never before 
seen outside the Orient.”’ 

The choicest of these treasures are culti- 
vated in the Glasnevin Botanic Gardens, but 
many are to be seen in private gardens as 
well.

TO CORRECT MISTAKES MADE 
BY OIREACHTAS. 

Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moving the second reading of 
the Railways (Existing Officers and Servants) 
Bill, said that its EA was to amend the 
third schedule of the ilway Act, 1924, and 
in so amending it to reiterate the principle of 
the schedule—namely, that one should not have 
public benefits by reason of the amalgamation 
system at the expense of private hardship. 

There was a case for the amendment of the 


owing to a mistake made, in the lace 
by himself, in the second place by the Dail, 
and in the third place by the Senate, a certain 
error was allowed to creep in to the third 
schedule of the Act which made it absurd. 
It based the compensation, where compensa- 
tion was payable, on the rates provided for 
civil servants—rates which had recently been 
subjected to much criticism as being too 
favourable to civil servants. The error was 
that, instead of making a maximum payment of 
one-sixtieth for every year’s service, there 
was inserted a minimum of one-sixtieth for 
every year of service. 
| 30s. FOR 1s. ' 

By way of example, he stated that if a 
railway servant, with thirty years' service, in 
receipt of 60s. a week, and under amalgama- 
tion was in receipt of 59s. a week, having 
suffered a loss of Is. a week, the arbitrator 
under the old schedule would be coerced into 
deciding that the compensation payable to 
such a man would be at the rate of one- 
sixtieth of his emolument, multiplied by his 
vears of service; so that there would be a 
minimum payment of 30s. a week for life for 
the Joss of 1s. per week. 

There was another important point which 
required amendment. A comparison to which 
the amending bill had been subjected was 
mainly with the corresponding British lezis- 
lation and schedule. In the corresponding 
British schedule the arbitrator was given 
power to take into consideration all the cir- 
cumstances of the case. Under the schedule 
which it was sought to amend the arbitrator, 


generally, had only to concentrate on one or 


two points : (a) Was dismissal. in fact. caused : 


and, if so, (b) was the dismissal due to 


physical incapacity or misconduct’? If none 
of those things could be proved, then com- 


pensation must inevitably follow. 


The people who were left out of the schedule 
were some emplovés of short service who had 
become servants of the amalgamated company. 
The second section of the bill sought to 
amend that difficulty and the amendment was 
entirely in favour of the railway employé. 


“PHRASES DROPPED. - 


‘Réferring to this section, Mr. McGilligan 
said that since the introduction of the’ 


bill representations. had been made to 


im, and certain changes from the 
text as issued had been accepted. 


The section as printed provided, among other 
things, that eligibility for gratuity as pro- 
posed would depend on the changes of ad- 
ministration leading to termination of service 
being “‘ not caused or contributed to by de- 
crease of traffic.’’ Insistence on the phrase 
“or contributed to” would operate unduly 
on people who were in an inferior position, 
and accordingly he proposed to drop the 
phrase wherever it occurred in the second 


and fourth sections of the bill, and. to make 


assurance doubly sure, there would be in- 
serted the words, ‘‘ whereof the proof shall 
rest with the railway company.” The effect 
of this would be to give the employé the 
opportunity of rebutting evidence put forward 
by the company, instead of bringing forward 
the evidence himself in the first instance. 
He asked whether it was contended hy 


_ anybody that the railway company should be 


precluded from any of the rights with regard 
to dismissal which dny of the separate com- 


panies had prior to amalgamation—that if. 


there was not sufficient work owing to de- 
crease of traffic a man’s services could be 
dispensed with. If it was intended that the 
number to be employed could never be re- 
duced with decrease of traffic. that bill was 
in direct defiance of that point of view. 

He gave notice also of his intention to re- 
move the words “or his services dispensed 
with ” in lines 24-25 of Section 4 of the bill, 
and to insert the words, ‘‘ or whose services 
are dispensed with ” in line 37. 


COMPENSATION PROVISIONS. 

Mr. McGilligan went on to explain in de- 
tail the effect of the bill in amending the 
compensation provisions. He said that it in- 
eluded some limitations. There was one 
giving effect to the principle that the basis of 
compensation should not be superior to that 
granted in the case of civil servants, An- 
other excluded periods of trade apprentice- 
ship from consideration. In proceedings under 
the principal Act the arbitrator had been 
coerced into deciding that thei were cases of 


a few boys under years of age who had: 
to be granted £30 a year for’ life because 


their period of apprenticeship was included 
in the reckoning of service. 

Another sub-section took into consideration 
the amount of superannuation or retiring 
allowance to which an officer would be en- 
titled. The position to be amended was 
illustrated by the case of an officer who, 
having been retired, was to get £900 a year 
for the rest of his life. whereas. his salary 
while at work was £700 a year. The 
was made up of a sum by way of compensa- 
tion and a sum out of a contributory super- 
annuation fund.

PREMIER'S MIDNIGHT 
CONFERENCE. - 


NEGOTIATIONS TO 
CONTINUE. —

MR. COOK'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The Miners’ Negotiating Committee met the 
-full Committee of the Miners’ Federation at 
five o'clock, and reported ‘on the position at 
5.30. Mr. Cook stated that the delegates’ 
conference at Kingsway Hall would be for- 
mally adjourned until this morning. He 
anticipated that there would be further joint 
negotiations with the owners duri the 
evening, but added that no progress had been 
made so far. 

The Miners’ Executive adjourned at 6 
o'clock until 8 o'clock, and the Negotiating 
Committee of the miners proceeded to meet 
the Industrial Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress. Meanwhile the Prime Minister saw 
the coal owners separately, and the Negotiat-. 
ing Committee of the miners remained at the 
House of Commons, at Mr. Baldwin's request, 
for a further joint conference with the owners, 
which was expected to take place later in the 
evening. 

One gf the members of the Miners’ Executive 
said af 6 o'clock : '' There is nothing doing so 
‘far. .We are still on the mat. No material 
progress has been made.” 

DELEGATE CONFERENCE ADJOURNED. 

The miners’ delegate conference re- 
assembled at the Kingsway Hall at 6 o'clock 
yesterday evening, when it was formally 
announced that negotiations were still pro- 
ceeding, and the conference stood adjourned 
till 9 o'clock this morning. 

The activities and comings and goings 
continued into the evening. In the course of 
two hours, up to 3 o'clock, Mr. Baldwin 
had had separate interviews, each lasting 
half an hour, with the Owners’ Committee, 
the Miners* Negotiating Committee, and the 
Industrial Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress. The Miners’ Executive were

SOME PROGRESS. 

Some progress, though necessarily slow, 
it. is understood, was made, but up to ten 
o'clock the position remained difficult and 
indefinite.

, SIR R. HORNE ON ECONOMY. 

Sir Robert Horne, himself an ex-Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, is always interesting to 
listen to, if only because, though a supporter 
of the Government, he is not at all averse 
from criticising the Government when, in his 
opinion, occasion calls for it. This evening, 
in continuing the general debate on the 
Budget resolutions, he offered both praise and 
criticism. His praise was for Mr. Churchill, 
who had faced an exceedingly difficult task 
with courage and resource, and his blame was 
for the Government for having failed to cut 
down national expenditure in spite of a pro- 
mise of a vehement determination to econo- 
mise. 

‘So far from there being a reduction, he said, 
the estimates this year showed an increase of 
ó: millions, and this figure had only been 
reached by a series of make-shifts, by which the 
contribution of the Treasury to social ser- 
vices had been whittled away, whilst the 
depressed industries had been left to bear 
the burden. Even the most ardent. supporter 
of the Government could not regard that 


_with satisfaction. They had been told that 


the increase was the outcome of measures 
which had been passed by the House, but the 
Government themselves were responsible for 
initiating those measures. he Prime 
Minister himself was responsible for them, 
thoug’ he had an exuberant and docile body 
of .back-benchers beuind him.. The policy 
and expenditure of the Government were the 


| responsibility of the Government alone. This, 


in his opinion, was not the time to add to 
expenditure, or to adopt new policies which 
added fresh burdens to the backs of people 
— could ill endure the burden they pireads 
ore. : 
THE ROAC FUND. - 

He was not one-to blame the Chancellor 
for his raid upon the Road Fund. That fund 
could not be. regarded as sacrosant for all 
time, and his withers were unwrung by any 
sad tale of robbery. As to the tax on 
betting, he confessed that he was somewhat 
confused by the differing views of moralists. 
If, as it. was said, a tax would diminish the 
amount of betting that went on, it would 
be a good thing; for he believed that, on 
the whole, there was more misery caused 
through betting than: through drink. If 
people would bet, he saw no-reason why 
they should not get something out of it in 
the way of.taxation. hi 

Lady Astor expressed strong disagreement

had sat in the House of Commons. As the 
discussion proceeded a general sense of satis- 
faction had ‘stolen steadily over him.

Budget for 1926 was continued to-day. The 
Chamber dealt with certain amendments 
introduced by the Senate; and, after some 
alterations, again passed the Bill by 400 votes 
to 150. The Senate, in a further debate, again 
insisted on certain amendments; and it has 
been arranged that both Houses shal! hold 
late sittings. It is possible that there will 
be a continuance of the conflict during these 
debates, and it may be that the compromise 
which seems to be confidently expected, and 
which will enable the Bill finally to pass into 
law, may not be reached until the small hours 
of the morning.

VIGOROUS DENUNCIATION, 

Mr. Kyle, speaking against the first clause 
of the Bill, said that only those societies that 
were in a position to select healthy members 
would be able to work with a surplus; but 
those societies which would not be able to do so 
would be put into bankruptcy. ‘:uis woald 
result from the action of the Government in 
endeavouring to secure a saving of £52,000 at 
the expense of the poor. He oprosed this 
clause with all his power, for it was a most 
reprehensible clause of a most reprehensible 
measure. 

Mir. Pollock. Minister for Finance, said 
that the credit of the Government was behind 
the whole measure, and they were pledged to 
maintain the benefits accruing under the 
Health Insurance scheme. 

‘No member of the community, uo matter 
who he or she may be,” added Mr. Pollock, 
‘will suffer one penny by this measure.”’ 

Mr. McMullan (Labour) characterised the 
measure as an entire farce, and merely aimed 
at’ putting the approved societies in bank-

PRIVATF BILL TO BE 
PROMOTED. 

At a special meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Board yesterday a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted deciding to promote a private 
bill in the Oireachtas empowering the Com- 
missioners to increase or otherwise alter their 
port rates, harbour rates, tonnage rates, 
good rates, deep water quay rates, ballast 
rates, and any other rates, dues, tolls and 
charges which the Commissioners are 
authorised to levy under the Cork Harbour 
Acts,. 1820 to 1903, or any other Act or Acts 
relating to the Commissioners; and that the 
costs and expenses attending the application 
and the promotion of the bill be paid out of 
the revenue of the Commissioners as part of 
their working expenses. 

The Law Adviser and General Manager 
were directed to snhmit a draft of the pro- 
posed bill to the Board.

APPRENTICESH! 

He did not know whether Minister's 
amendments would remove his o ions to 
the bill. He thought that the amendment 
dealing with apprenticeship was reasonable 
in principle. Tt was rot sound policy to give 
‘a pension up to £30 a year to a youth of 21 
years, bat he su that the inter? 
tion of apprenticeship entitled a boy to a 
lump sum that would enable him to make a 
start in some other business. 

There was no justification whatever for 
the retrospective provisions of the bill. Refer-: 
ence had been’ made to absurd restlts. 
But ‘who Was to judge of the absurdity? 
There were deputies in the Dail who thoug 
that the terms of componsation in the Treaty 
were absurd, and they might find others 
who thought that the terms of compensa- 
tion in the Land Purchase Act. were also 
absurd. The Minister's — proposal was 
opening a door which might admit dangers 
of no small substance; dangers that might 
seriously menace the security of the State. 

If a mistake had been, made in the first 
instance by the House, they would have to 
tuke the consequences of their action, and 
the railway companies would have to take 
the consequences of their inaction at the 
time. He would support an amendment to 
delete the retrospective provisions, 

Professor Magennis said that he protested 
against the ag ariel character of the Bill, 
and long before he had received the letters 
and telegrams referred to he had considered 
whether he should not put down a motion 
to the effect that it should be a direction 
to the Committee which is engaged on the 
Constitution to declare all retrospective legis- 
lation illegal. The doctrine of “To hell with 
contracts ” had been preached in Dublin, but 
what were they to say of men in high places 
—responsible Ministers—who did not hesitate 
to teach in the form of legislative measures 
the same doctrine? 

CONFISCATION. 

Mr. Sean Nolan (Camann-na-nGaedheal) 
also opposed the Bill. The Government, he 
said, had carried a bill confiscating the rights 
of. the shareholders, and now they had 
brought in another, which, to a large ex- 
tent, would. confiscate the rights of the. 
workers. Any benefit which the Bill might 
bring to the country would be more than 
lost by a general strike. he Government 
should arrange for a conference between the 
workers and the company to hammer out an 
amicable solution. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that the House 
should ask the Minister to withdraw the Bill 
pending in conference; and, if he was not 
prepared to do that, they should vote against 
the second reading. The Bill appeared to 
have heen brought forward because the rail- 
way company had found it necessary to de- 
clare many of their employés redundant, and 
that the redundancy had arisen out of the 
Gecline in traffic. . 

The defects that were alleged. to have 
existed in the Act—some of them, no doubt, 
were oversights—were accepted by the Dail, 
which gave it a final reading on the terms 
set out. There. were railway directors in the. 
Senate when the measure was before them. 
The idea in the mind of the House was that 
not only should ordinary compensation be 
paid to redundant officials but that, in addi- 
tion, ‘compulsory retirement should be a 
factor in fixing the compensation. ‘ 

No measure was ever brought into the 
British House of Commons comparable with 
this measure which the Minister shamelessly 
and barefacedly brought before the Dail. 

He said that, owing to the process of the 
Act which led to redundancy and dismissals, 
people. who were now to be deprived of their 
compensation owing to that diamissal would 
not even have the right to draw unemploy- 
ment benefits. ‘The effect of the retrospec- 
tive provision in the bill would be that a 
person who had already been before the 
arbitrator and had paid costs would now have 
to pay the costs of going before the arbitwtor 
a second time for rehearing. By approving 
of the bill the House would be depriving 
people of monetary and pecuniary interests-— 
vested rights—which had already been passed 
by the Dail. He asked the Dail not to give 
the bill a second reading. 

THE “STAR TURN.” 

Mr. W. Hewat said that the Government 

established the need for the amending legis- 


‘lation on particular cases, but he did not 


consider that all the cases together justified 
the bill. The “star turn” case was that 
where a man had got more in his retitement 
than he got while at work, It was only 
fair to say that that man was not getting as a 
retiring allowance under the arbitrator's 
award more than the two-thirds salary; but 
his contribution to a fund, which, if it had! 
been an insurance or any fund outside the 
yailway, would not have been taken into 
account at all, had been brought into the 
case. 

‘He disliked the bill in its retrospective 
aspect. He could not think that it was for, 
the good of the Dail or the stability of legis- 
lation that im this early stage of their history, 
they should so often have to go on wit 
legislation to correct their own Acts. Excep 
by agreement, it was undesirable that tha 
restrospective. legislation should be adopte 
by the Dail, and he thought that the bill 
should be withdrawn. 

Mr. W. Norton said that the employés who 
accepted the original Act were fully aware 
that there was weakness from their point of 
view. but they had accepted it, believipg 
that they were getting a bargain that would 
stand for some time. ; 

One of the defects was that no provisjon 
was made either in the original Act or in the 
bill for payment of the costs of railwaymen 
who endeavoured to establish a right to cpm- 
pensation. There was no provision pe oe 
made it obligatory on the railway company 
to pay the award of the arbitrator as though 
it were the award of a court. The Minjster 
had reserved all the amendments to attempts 
to take away from the railway employés the 
rights which the 1924 Act had given them. 

One of the most obnoxious provisions of 
the amending bill was that dismissal must be 
dne directly and solely to amalgamation. The 
bill would mean that railway companies, with 
their considerable experience of staffing and 
traffic arrangements, could easily bring about 
a situation in which the ordinary railway 
employe would be unable tó say whether 
his dismissal was due to amalgamation or 
some other cause. 

‘NO CREDIT TO ANYBODY. 

Mr. D. Gorey (Farmers) said that the bill 
did not reflect credit on the Government or 
the railway company, They ought not to 
enter lightly into a policy of retrospective 
legislation except for the most grave 
national reasons, and before they established 
such a precedent they should give serious 
thought to what was hkely to eventuate. The 
Minister would be well advised if he did not 
insist on the retrospective clause. 

A FREE VOTE. 

Mr. McGilligan explained that as far as 
that clause was concerned it would be left 
to a free and unfettered vote of the House. 

Mr. Gorey said that he did not understand 
the Minister to say so. 

Mr. Davin—You did not say it. 

The Minister insisted that he had stated 
so, anid said they could wait for the official 
report, ' 

Mr. Davin—Will the Minister agree to get 
the bill reprinted in view of this butchered-up 
measure ? 

. Mr. Johnson—If the deputies accept, the 
principle of the bill, would it be possi to 
take out the backbone of the measure? . 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the Minister 
had not emphasised the fact that Clause 6 
was to be left to a free vote of the House. 
He suggested that the section was repugnant 
to every part of the House, including the 
Minister’s own party. He should now give 
an undertaking to the Dail that he would 
withdraw it. 

Mr, Gorey—Is it to be taken that the 
Government does not regard Clause 6 as a 
vital part of the bill? 

Mr. McGilligan—I do not. 

Mr. Gorey said that, having got the assur- 
ance from the Minister, his party was pre- 
pared to vote for the second reading.

Mr. Hogan (Clare) spoke in opposition to 
the bill, and said that the railway company 
had done everything in opposition to employé 
who were fighting their cases and put every 
inconvenience in their way. They tried to 
force. employés to leave their positions, go 
that they would not be entitled to compensa- 
tion. The greatest example of pasfive resist- 
ance ever given by any y of men. was 
given by railwaymen—when guards refused to 
give signals to enginemen, and enginemen 
refused to take the sigral from the guards, 
when British troops and ammunition were on 
the trains; yet this was the way they were 
thanked by a National Government. 

Mr. Baxter (Farmers) said that they 
recognised that their industry had been 
handicapped by high rates, consequent on 
high charges. They were not going to do an 
iaFenkice. They tried to be fair, and by being 
fair they meant being fair to the people who 
held railway stocks, to users of the railways, 
and to men working on the railways. 

He asked whether it was to be the policy of 
the Government, when a measure was passed 
by the Dail and it was not satisfactory, that 
the same “Government would be responsible 
for asking the Dail toamend its hand and alter 
a law which was passed. If a Government 
could pursue such a policy as that on the 
same bill. what could be said for the stability 
of the State in future under a different 
Government? They would support the bill if, 
the Minister would eliminate Clause 6.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION 
IN IRELAND. 
AN AMERICAN VIEW. 
The New York Times published the follow- 


img leading article on Monday, March 15th :— 
While statistics show that drunkenness

" in Ireland has decreaséd during the last half- 


century, the evils of intemperance there are 
still confessedly great. ‘They led to the ap- 
pointment by the Irish Free State of a 
Commission to study the drink question. It 
recently made a report, arg eer further 
regulation of the hours of ptibhe-houses, 
together with a heavier and, it is hoped, 
restrictive taxation of the liquor trade. At 
the same time, it points out that in many 
parts of Ireland the public-house is the only 
available ' poor man’s club,” and as such 
established in popular fayour. Moreover, it 
suggests that there is danger lest, by taxing 
good liquor out of existence, the use of 
adulterated spirits in the towns and “ poteen”’ 
drinking in the country districts may greatly 
increase. Already they have réached a point 
where they constitute a warning not to be 
disregarded. 

What will most strike the American reader 
in this report of the Intoxicating Liquor 
Commission of the Free State is its statement 
of general principles. This has a grasp of 
realities which we are not in the habit of 
associating with the Celtic mind. The 
American mind, which we boast of as being 
so intensely “ practical,” might well consider 
prayerfully this statement by the Irish Com- 
missioners, which they put in the very fore- 
front of their report: ‘Temperance legis- 
lation has succeeded in the past only so far 
as the willingness of the community involved 
has permitted it to succeed.” hen they 
proceed with remarks in which the case of the 
United States is not directly mentioned, but 
which seem to apply with amazing relevance 
to the plight in which this country to-day 
finds itself :-- 

_ The right to interfere with the drunkard is the 
right to interfere with a public nuisance, bot this 
right does wt entitle the law to prohibit or nnduly 
restrict the satisfaction of a natoral atid legitimate 
appetite by reasonable and moderate men who do 
not abuse their rights. The ideal to be aimed at, 
therefore, seems to us to be a system of law which 
will secure good order and remove the abuses €on- 
nected with the consumption of an article the use 
of which may be volantarily abandoned, but cannot 
be forcibly suppressed. It is, moreover, abundantly 
clear from all human and legislative experience that 
there ara limits to the compulsory suppression of 
drinking, and that when car beyond those 
limits it defeats its own object by tending to pro- 
raote more injurious forma of excess as well as an 
evasion of the law by commen consent. 

It is easy to foresee the lofty scorn with 
which the Anti-Saloon League would greet 
the idea that we have anything to Jearn in 
the matter of temperance “from Ireland. Yet 
the question remains one of experience and 
human nature. If public men in Ireland have 
a more hard-headed knowledge of them than 
many Of our lawmakers display, then we 
ought not to disdain going to Ireland to learn 
something. What is certain is that Ireland 
has learned something from us in the matter 
of prohibition. She has learned how to avoid 
extreme and self-defeating liquor laws. 
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SINN FEIN IN ROSCOMMON. 
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SUPPORT FOR MR. DE VALERA. 

At a special meeting of the Roscommon 
Comhairle Ceanntair of Sinn Fein. in the 
Morrison Hal!, Roscommon, the Secretary read 
& communication from the head offices of 
Fianna Fail (Republican Party) explaining 
that the object of the meeting was for the 
purpose of asking them to join the new 
organisation, and stating that the programme 
of Fianna Fail was to establish the independ- 
ence of a united Ireland under a Republican 
form of government. 

Delegates present stated that areas repre- 
sented by them were in favour of Mr. de 
Valera’s policy. 

The Comhairle Ceanntair then formally dis- 
solved as a Comhairle Ceanntair of Sinn Fein, 
and by unanimous resolution pledged support 
to Mr. de Valera in his efforts for the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Republic.

Tt was urged that, the collectors’ failure had 
necessitated ah overdraft, and the Council was 
instructed t6 take.action against the collectors 
in accordance With their bonds if they did 
not close their accounts Ut ónce. 

The Chairman, in committee, said that the 
Council would have to appoint collectors to 
get the rates on smallholdings in Dundalk.

TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION.

for certain periods at national or other suit- 
able or accessible schools in which instruc- 
tion was given to boys in manual work, and 
[o girls in domestic economy. He said that 
there was no more useful and no more im- 
portant form of education than the education 
which taught a boy or girl to be self-sup- 
porting and independent. Education in an 
elementary trade was at least as important 
as getting instruction in the Irish language. 
If the amendment could not be accepted, he 
asked the Minister to consider the introduc- 
tion of a short bill to compel all children to 
undergo a certain amount of technical in- 
siruction.
